Offer Is Final. 


After the deadlock wag thus created 
the ice cream manufacturers declared 
their offer was final, and that unless 
it was accepted within the next forty- 
eight hours an attempt would be made 
to place the ice cream delivery trucks 
on the street manned by nonunion 
écrivers. 

According to employers, the drivers 
now receive $14 a week in summer 
and 7 cents a gallon on each gallon of 
ice cream delivered. 


The union wanted a weekly raise of $7 
and a 1 cent a gallon boost on bulk 
goods and 3 cents a gallon on brick 
and package goods. 

Employers claim it has been the con- 
tention of the union that some drivers 
were underpaid, while others received 
a high wage. They said to eliminate 
this condition they estimated the year- 
ly earnings of all drivers and then 
based their offer on a schedule which 
would raise the pay of the lower class 
and slightly decrease the higher paid 
drivers. 

What Compromise Offered. 


The compromise offer which was re- 
jected called for a pay rate of a 
straight salary of $25 a week for 
twenty-two weeks, $35 for twenty-eight 
weeks, and a uniform commission basis 
of 5 cents on each gallon delivered. 
The manufacturers admitted that the 
wage proposal would not increase their 
yearly pay roll. 

While a number of confectionery and 
drug stores had stored extra supplies 
it was said last night that even these 
stocks will be exhausted by tonight. 
The majority of small candy stores yes- 
terday placed signs in the windows no- 
tifying the public that all ice cream 
supplies had been gold.

ities, the Chicago Crime commission 


asserts in a bulletin issued yesterday. 

Unless something is done immedi- 
ately to check it, the bulletin says, the 
record for the year will exceed one a 
day, a distinction which can be avoid- 
ed by closer coéperation between the 
police, coroner, prosecutor, and the 
courts. 


Delays Assist Accused. 


Murder cases in which there are 
delays are murder cases in which 
there are acquittals,“ the report says. 

During 1923 there were 270 mur- 
ders in Cook county, as compared to 
228 in 1922 and 190 in 1921. During 
the period in which theré were 270 
murders, grand juries returned indict- 
ments in 129 cases, considerably less 
than half, the bulletin points out. 

“Less than half of the defendants 
tried for murder in Cook county last 
year were penalized,” according to the 
bulletin. “Of the nine sentenced to 
hang, only one was executed, and he 
was without financial means to avail 
himself attorneys and carry through 
those proceedings which have thus far 
saved the eight others similarly con- 
victed from going to the gallows.

“Our accident work has been tre 
mendously reduced by the light sys- 
tem,” said Dr. John R. Bowman, in 
charge of the emergency wards of St. 
Luke’s hospital, where a majority of 
downtown cases are treated. 

“I could not begin to give figures, 
but where we formerly were jammed 
with automobile accidents, I believe we 
do not have one-half so many. We 
have noted, too, that those we do han- 
die are not nearly so serious. I be- 
deve the light system is the greatest 
forward step taken in street safety 
by Chicago in years.“ 

Only One Fatality. 
There has been only one fatal auto- 
mobile accident inside the light sys- 
tem’s boundaries since its installation, 
where before there was an average of 
one a week.

No strictly scientific tax law could be passed by 
congress. We can only hope for a law which rep-

But none of these 
objects will be attained if a rate is fixed which 
leaves motives about as they were. The Mellon 
figure, 25 per cent, or perhaps 30 per cent, is 
founded, we believe, on facts and economic law; 
but if political expediency. or popular fallacy out- 
weigh both it is not important how high the figure 
runs. It will be avoided. 

We trust the new law will make the just distinc- 
tion between earned and unearned incomes and 
we think also a distinction in earned incomes 
should be made between the normal earnings over 
a period of years and special gains which happen 
to culminate in one year. A lawyer or a business 
man or any investor might in one year reap the 
benefit of years of effort, sacrifice, and prepara- 
tion. He ought not to be as heavily penalized in 
that year as if his earnings had averaged on the} 
high level of a specially fortunate year. That is to 
penalize self-restraint, foresight, and thrift, the 
qualities which it is the highest public policy to 
encourage and support. 

We think, also, that representatives of the farm- 

ing interests and of labor, in and out of congress, 
would do well to consider whether # is going to 
benefit their constituents to repress or to stimu- 
late business. We cannot see that the shutting 
down of factories or the cutting down of office 
forces or the contraction of activity in business 
is going to increase the purchase of the farmer’s 
commodities or put money in the pay envelope 
of the wage earner. Soaking the rich may be hot 
stuff for some of our politicians, but if it means 
depleting the capital business needs for pay rolls 
arid consumers’ need for purchases it meant soak- 

ing the farmer and the wage worker harder than 
the rich. 


MAJOR MARTIN. 


Violent weather and the shattered rocks and sea 
between Chignik and the Shumagins will be the 
best memorial of Maj. Martin’s flight toward Asia. 
If he is lost, and only time can tell, the storms 
that sweep the Alaskan archipelago should be his 
monument. If he survives the storms, they will 
be badges of his courage. 

For flyers storms are better as a monument 
than stone or static things fixed to one spot. They 
are inconstant but eternal, and the airman’s mem- 
ory can be written on the wind in terms of speed 
and distance. They signify the new return to 
man’s old contest with the elements. Storms can 
impose once more the discipline of nature on his 
action, and that is not entirely to be regretted. 
The struggle brings out men. Maj. Martin was 
one of them.

CHARLES LAMB’S INSANITY. 
D. H. B. writes: Referring to your 
quotation from Charies Lamb and your 
comments, I wonder if you would be 


interested in learning that Lamb does 


say that his nurse and his aunt sub- 
plied him with good store of stories 
about witches.” But he states that 4 
certain history of the Bible, by one 
Stackhouse, was a most potent factor in 
giving shape to his terrors. In particu- 
lar, the picture of the witch raising up 
Samuel came to terrorize him nightly. 
Lamb adds, however, that this picture 
only gave shape to the terrors to which 
he was subject. 

In this same essay, “ Witches and 
Other Night Fears,” he goes on to say: 
“Dear little T. H. [Thornton Hunt, 
child of Leigh Hunt}, who of all chil- 
dren has been brought up with the most 
scrupulous exclusion of every taint of 
superstition—who was never allowed to 
hear of goblin or apparition, or scarcely 
to be told of bad men, or to read or 
hear of any distressing story—finds all 
this world of fear . in his own 
‘thick-coming fancies, and from his 
midnight pillow starts at shapes unbor- 
rowed of tradition, in sweats to which 
the cell doomed murderer are tranquil- 
lity.” 

If I do not appear priggish in suggest- 
ing corrections of incidental references, 
in which you are probably not much in- 
terested, let me add: 

I think that Lamb’s opportunities were 
not limited because of the impediment 
in his speech. He was withdrawn from 
Christ’s hospital to take employment in 
the South Sea house, that he might sup- 
port the family—for they were poor. 

Charles Lamb, in a letter to Coleridge, 
attributed hig six weeks’ madness in the 
winter of 1795-96 largely to a love affair. 
Mary’s violent insanity came upon her 
less than a year later—in .September, 
1796. She had recurrences of insanity, 
and came to recognize the premonitory 
symptoms of these attacks. They went 
insane together at such times. Once 
Charles had to leave Mary in Paris, 
where they had gone on a vacation. 

Charles had no recurrent attacks. On 
the contrary, he impressed his friends— 
who loved him dearly and who were 
with him much—as being eminently sane. 
This impression he has managed to im- 
part to many people who know him and 
love him in his books—possibly the most 
intimate sort of literature in the English 


language.

M. Djerjinski is expected shortly 
to be appointed head of the revolution- 
ary war soviet to replace M. Trotzky, 
according to officials of the soviet le- 
gation in Riga, confirming reports of 
impending important changes in the 
Bolshevik government. 

These officials report that the afpbi- 
tions of both men are satisfied, M.

trial trade dictator of Russia, while 
M. Djerjinski will at last succeed in 
uniting the cheka, now called the state 
political police, witn the Red army. 

M. Trotzky, who during’ the past 
eighteen months has been making 
speeches throughout Russia before 
worker and peasant organizations, 
holds large blocks of stock in the soviet 
trust of codperatives, and aspires to 
dictate their policies. It should be re- 
ported that, if the appointments are 
confirmed, M. Trotzky ,will dictate the 
outcome of the Russiah-English confer- 
ence. Despite recent radical speeches 
he is reported to favor the entrance 
of foreign capital into Russia, making 
large concessions on the previous so- 
viet demands, 

The labor unrest, unemployment, 
and economic crisis put a damper on 
the Red May day celebrations through- 
out Russia, according to diapatches re- 
ceived here today.

GREETS WORLD

Whole World Vision 
of Peace Leaguers 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—A resolu- 
tion demanding that all universities be 
endowed with special departments and 
chairs of international relations and 
world peace” in addition to existing 
ones of international law, was dis- 
cussed today at the congress of the 
women’s international league for peace 
and freedom but was referred back 
to the resolution committee. 


After opening speeches by Miss 


Jeannette Rankin, first woman repre- 
sentative in congress; Dr. Ethel Wil- 
liams, of England, and Dr. Surowzowa 
of Ukraine, all advocating legislation 
making wars illegal, Miss Gladys Rin- 
dar of England spoke in favor of abo- 
lition of conscription, capital punish- 
ment, and military propaganda, and 
for establishment of free trade. 


Dr. Anita Augsberg of Germany, 


favored an United States of Europe, 
but was opposed by Miss Dorothy 
Evans of England, who said that the 
United States of the world, and not 
merely of.

Dr. Rosita Schwimmer, of Hungary, 


attacked the press of all countries as 
the prime mover of wars, saying “no 
war is possible if the press does not 
work up the people.“ 


In behalf of their proposed constitu- 


tional amendment providing for the ab- 
olition of the army, navy, militia, and 
all munitions of war, a delegation vis 
ited the capitol today and lobbied in- 
dustriously if not successfully a num- 
bert senators and representatives.
